Ir, I needenotrelate to you the great victory whichthe Lord hath giyen us at 

Midlewich, a Reverend Divine in our Army, having {ear up an exat Relation 
of ali our Proceedings ſince our comming into theſe parts; to which Relation I re- 
fer you; vet a few great Circumſtances I may not omit : Sir Th: .{/t»2, Colonel! 
Leigh of Adlington,and all their Troops of Horſe fled away, or clle we had raken 
them,which makes many of the Commanders that we have taken priſoners affirm, 
thar if they were at liberty,they would never fight for Sir Tho: Aſ/on without a pro- 
miſe under his hand that he would not run away. nothing vexed them more then 
that he would not let them know ſo much, that chey might have ſhiked for them. 
ſelves, as well as he : we loſt five men, and ten were hurt, but not one man killed 
with-their Canons, although they ſhot art us all the while : Collonell Brererom car- 
rieth himfelfe very gallantly, & I doubt not, by.the ajliſtance of the Lord of Hoſts, 
he will cleare theſe parts very ſhorily. The Priſoners that we Joſt in the bartrell of 
Nampwich our enemies brought with them from Cheſt:r to Middle\vich, and fo we 
have them again. The ſame morning we ſer upon them, Sir Tho: Aſto;z, and the reſt 
drank to Billie Brercton,as they called him, and ſaid they would give him a Breake. 
faſt anon, bur ſuch was the good hand of God upon us, that we fared better then 
they would have had us-: Their Word was Prince Rypert; Qurs,7 hs Lord of Hoſts:
